10 EXPLANATION

11 This bill provides for the use of moneys in the senior

12 living trust fund. The bill limits the purﬁoses for which the
13 moneys in_the fund may be appropriated to the implementation
14 and administration of the long=term care alternatives

15 programs, the delivery of long=term care services to seniors
16 with low or moderate incomes, and the administration and

17 delivery of services through medical assistance home and

18 community=based services waivers and the program of

19 all=inclusive care for the elderly (PACE) program.

20 The bill also provides that moneys in the fund are not to
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be appropriated for purposes other than those specified and
ng}ljn amounts that reduce the fund balance below $200
million.
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
